It'» a L ittle O ne, B u ilt o f S cra p Iron 
on W o o d en R ail*. 
The railroad that [»ay» the biggest 
dividends <m the capital invested i». 
according to the Technical World mag 
azlne, the Grand Island railroad. 
It 1» 
lit northern \lbertn. Canada, L’oo miles 
from any trunk line or feed. 
It is only a quarter of a mile long 
utul built of scrap iron on wooden 
rail». 
It» roiling stock consists of two 
battered freight cur-, which are push­ 
ed iiIoul; tho load l>> the men who ship 
the freight, no locomotives being used. 
The freight that C handled on this 
road consist» principally of fur», which 
are towed up the ithahuska river on 
scows hauled by 
m e n , are laden on 
tbe cars, pushed dow n the railroad and 
Shipped again o n olhet scows, thereby 
circumventing the dangerous Grand 
rapids. Returning, the scows carry all 
sorts of freight for the Hudson Bay 
company’s factor» and are floated flow n 
the river. 
Tho Hudson Bay company charges 
$2.50 a ton for all freight on this little 
railroad, and the shipper must handle 
his own goods and push the cars him­ 
self.

Washington, Feb. 26. -Great Britain 
and Germany are asked definitely "to 
withdraw their mines from the open 
seas.” 
Great Britain luts been asked to per­ 
mit the importation of foodstuffs into 
Germany for 
noncombatants 
under 
the supervision of agents of the Unit­ 
ed States. 
Germany has been asked to cease 
attacks on merchant vessels by sub­ 
marines. 
These three points, it was learned 
today from an authoritative source, 
are the proposals the United States 
made to Great Britain and Germany 
in the notes which 
were 
prepared 
after the meeting of the cabinet last 
Friday and immediately dispatched 
to Ambassador Page in Ixvndon and 
Ambassador Gerard in 
Berlin 
The 
two notes are said not to exceed 500 
words each 
Jn asking the two -belligerent na­ 
tions to stop the practice of sowing 
mines in the open seas along the 
lines of established trade routes, the 
United States declares such conduct 
is a “ flagrant violation of interna­ 
tional law'" and “ indefensible under 
the usage of civilized nations.” 
It is declared to be grossly violative 
of the inherent and sacred rights of 
neutrals.
